AS A TEEN... 

When “Gilmore Girls” was on the air, I was just a 
few years younger than Rory, so naturally, I want- 
ed to grow up to be just like her. I already loved 
reading, and I wore a school uniform with a plaid 
skirt, but things came to a head when I was in sev- 
enth grade and had to make a collage of things I 
wanted for my future. Up until that day, I wanted to be a doctor, but even with “doctor” spelled out 
in magazine cut-out letters and photos of my dream car (VW Beetle) and house (ugly suburban 
monstrosity), I still had this big empty space at the bottom. Then inspiration struck: Rory wants to 
be a journalist, and that’s a long-enough word to fill that space. Many of my goals have changed 
since I was 13, but the journalist idea stuck. It’s strange to think how a TV show essentially influ- 
enced my college, career and life choices. Scary, actually. But here we are. 


AS A 20-SOMETHING... 

I put off watching “Gilmore Girls” far longer than I 
should have. Since the fifth grade. I’ve had many a 
friend recommend the series-“You’re such a Rory,” 
was always their battle cry. Finally, in a moment of 
weakness 12 years later, I decided to dive laptop- 
first into Stars Hollow. Watching at 22 years old al- 
lows me to understand where both Rory and Lorelai are coming from at different points through- 
out the series-and also puts some of my life decisions into perspective. What would Lorelai say to 
Rory if she were in my position? Have I ever sounded as ridiculous as Rory does when she wants 
to give up going to Chilton for Dean in the pilot? As Britney Spears once sang, “I’m not a girl, not 
yet a woman,” I’m not a Rory but not yet a Lorelai.

We can’t wait to 
see which topical talk- 
ing points make it into 
the new episodes, but 
here are 10 references 
from the original show 
that still hit the nail on

1. “YOU ONCE TOLD ME YOU LOVED 
‘SAVED BY THE BELL.’” 

Season 1, Episode 4 

After Rory gets a D on a paper, Lorelai asks 
her why she didn’t tell her. When Rory tells 
her it’s because she was humiliated, Lorelai 
says, “Oh, honey, you once told me you loved 
‘Saved by the Bell.’ What could be more hu- 
miliating than that?’’ “Saved by the Bell’’ has 
been off the air for a long time, but Saved by 
the Max, a pop-up diner and bar inspired by 
the show, opened in Chicago this year. 


2. “THE WHOLE 
ANGELINA JOLIE-BILLY BOB 
THORTON THING REALLY 
PROVES THAT.” 

Season 1, Episode 5 
You can’t control who you’re 
attracted to, and Lorelai throws 
out Jolie’s second marriage to 
make that point. This was obvious- 
ly before the heyday of Brangelina, 
but all these years later, we’re still 
fascinated with Jolie’s love life. 


3. “TELL ME 
IT’S NOT THAT 
BASTARD 
DONALD TRUMP.” 

Season 2, Episode 8 
Lorelai looks into who 
owns the Dragonfly 
Inn, and Sookie’s afraid 
it might be the big real 
estate mogul. Over a 
decade later, that man’s 
our president-elect. 


4. “SHE USES THE 
PRINCE STYLE 
OF WRITING.” 

Season 2, Episode 10 
Apparently Madeline 
uses a letter U for 
you and a picture 
of an eye for I in her 
Franklin articles. We 
said goodbye to the 
“Purple Rain’’ singer 
earlier this year. 


5. “GROUND CONTROL 
TO MAJOR TOM.” 

Season 3, Episode 5 
Lorelai meets a handsome 
man (played by Jon Hamm!) 
at an auction, and he invites 
her to a David Bowie con- 
cert. Unfortunately, he turns 
out to be a dud before they 
can even go. Bowie died 
two days after he released 
his final album in 2016. 


6. “SEE YOU WHEN 
HILLARY’S PRESIDENT.” 

Season 5. Episode 2 
Right after Luke and Lorelai 
start dating, he hits the road 
to help his sister at the renais- 
sance faire. He keeps telling her 
he’ll be home soon, but days 
turn into weeks. Lorelai says 
“See you when Hillary’s presi- 
dent,” which now effectively 
means “See you never.” 


7. “WE DO NOT 
HARASS THE VOTERS; 
THIS IS NOT FLORIDA.” 

Season 5, Episode 4 
Rory is joking while she and 
Lorelai cast their votes for 
Jackson when he runs for 
town selectman against Taylor. 
Florida is always a tight race 
during elections, but this feels 
especially relevant in 2016 after 
reports of voter intimidation. 


8. “I NETFLIXED 
ALL THREE ‘A 
STAR IS BORN’S.’” 

Season 5. Episode 16 
Who knew Lorelai was 
into the Netflix game 
years before it be- 
came the streaming 
giant it is now? She 
was basically predict- 
ing the future home 
of “Gilmore Girls.” 


9. “IT’S ALEXANDER 
HAMILTON, NO DEBATE.” 

Season 6, Episode 2 
Emily’s DAR friends are argu- 
ing about which founding 
father is the greatest lover, 
and one of them is really into 
Hamilton. It may have been a 
controversial pick in 2005, but 
considering the success of Lin- 
Manuel Miranda’s musical, he’s 
a lot more popular these days. 


10. “YOU’RE GOING TO

Season 7, Episode 22
